The Bulgarians arc

menacing to the Serbians. 


At few places are the Teutons as 


much as twenty miles south of the 
Danube. 
In fact, the ground .gained 


averaged a depth of only ten 
miles. 


The Bulgarians for their part, are'dis- 
playing tremendous energy, indicative 
of carefully laid plans preceding the 
declaration of war. 


With twenty miles of the Nish-Sa- 
lonikt railway in their 
hands, they 


have a strategic advantage which will 
hn difiicul to overcome. The movement 
of entente troops from Saloniki are 
still unknown to the public, but if any 
considerable force has been detailed 
for the task of doing for Serbia what 
England attempted to do for Belgium, 
il must be heard from soon.

Advocates Citizenship. 
In discussing the political prob- 
lems in Porto Rico Governor Yager 
urged the passage of a new Organic 
Act to take the place of the tempor- 
ary Foraker Act, passed by congress 
in 1900 and which went into effect in 


"This new organic act should grant 
to the people of Porto Rico collective 
citizenship in the United States," he 
said. 
"I know of no simple gift that 
would go so far toward removing dis- 
satisfaction and difficulty in Porto 
Rico as this simple grant of citizen- 
ship, and none that would be attended 
with so little cost and risk. 
"People speak of citizenship as a 
'privilege.' 
To my mind it is not a 
privilege at all, but a right. It is the 
necessary complement of sovereign- 
ty and should go with the flag. Where- 
ever the American flag is permanently 
planted over any territory the people 
of that territory should be mace citi- 
zens of the country whose flajr thev 
serve. The people of Porto Rico mus't 
obey all the laws of the United States 
pay taxes, are liable to military ser- 
vices, and yet they are not citizens. 
"Citizenship does not at all imply 
suffrage or the power to vote for any 
officer of the government or a'nything 
else. In the United States there are 
now more citizens who have not the 
privilege of the suffrage than those 
who haye. The people of the District 
of Columbia never have had the privi- 
lege to vote for anybody or anything 
and yet they are citizens. Most of the 
negroes of the south, the minors of 
both sexes, and as yet an immense 
majority of the women of the coun- 
try are not permitted to vote and vet 
no one would think of excluding these 
classes from the rights of citizenship "

Madison, Wig., Oct. 22,—A hearing 
was started before the state: railroad 
commission here today with u view 
of standardizing rules governing high 
power transmission companies, tele-

Berlin, Oct. 22.—It is 
announced 
that the loan banks that were organ- 
ized at the outbreak of the war in 
order to facilitate the raisins of the 
huge sums needed to carry it on will 
not be wound up immediately after 
the conclusion of peace. 
This 
an- 
nouncement has been made from a 
semi-offlcial source for the purpose of 
encouraging the people to make liber- 
al use of the banks in raising money 
to buy the new bonds now offered for 
subscription. 
It was feared that peo- 


ple would hold back from borrowing 
at the loan banks upon the assumption 
that they "would be promptly closed 
at the termination of the war and 
that in the liquidation of their affairs 
all outstanding leans would be called 
in at once. 


The public is now informed that the 
banks will continue in existence 
for 
some time after the war, and that 
they will deal in a. liberal spirit with 
borrowers, extending loans from time 
to time as may be found necessary. 


These banks have not been called 


upon to lend money to anything like 
the extent that had been contemplat- 
de when they were organized. 
While 
they have the right to lend to a maxi- 
mum 
of 
1714,000,000. their 
actual 
loans outstanding at this moment are 
only a little more than one-third of 
that amount. 
Still more surprising 


is the fact that the great loan of last 
March was floated with very little as- 
sistance from these banks. The total 
amount of that, .loan, now all paid in 
was $2.164,000,000 (at the normal rate 


of exchange), but the amount of It. 
now held against securities hypothe- 
cated at the loan banks is only $70,- 
000,000, which is less than 3-% per 
cent, of the total. 
It is probable, 
however, that the new loan now un- 
dergoing 
subscription 
will 
cause 
greater pressure upon the loan banks 
than the two already bought out.
